Fred Boss and Dan Blanch, in jail 
awaiting trial at the next term of 
Circuit court, and charged with fel- 
oniously breaking and entering the 
Manistee & Northeastern depot at 
this place, attempted to break out of 
jail Tuesday night by sawing three 
of the iron bars at one of the win- 
dows, 

At about 9:00 o'clock that night 
one of the men asked the sheriff to 
come into the jail corridor as he 
wanted to show him something. 
The Sheriff was suspicious and did 
not enter but went to the cell win- 
dow on the outside and here discov- 
ered that {three of the iron bars had 
been sawed in two. It is believed 
that the men had intended to knock 
out the sheriff had he entered the cell 
corridor and then make their escape. 


Upon entering the jail the men 
were thoroughly searched. They 
Were conipelled to ‘remove their 


clothes and every stitch of them were 
gone over by the officers and every 
thing taken from them that might 
not be proper for them.to have.

At the time of 
taeir examination there were two wo- 
men. present, sent for by the men, to 
act as witnesses in their behalf, and 
it is believed that at that time one 
of the women “slipped” the saw to!

CHIEF IN ANNUAL REPORT. 


ASKS FOR NEW BANKING LAWS 


. Would Establish Good Securities to 


Protect Soivent Banks in Cases 
of Unexpected Runs. 


Washington.—The nation today is 
upon a sounder basis, financially and 
economically, than it bas heen ir 
many years and will enter upon au 
era of healthy progress when pricee 
of commodities are further stabilized. 
Comptroller of the Currency Williams 
said in his annual report to congress. 

Comptroller Williams told congress 
there Is urgent need in the readjust 
Ment period to stanrp out profiteers in 
money and- commodities. While the 
banking situation is growing more 
secure, Williams recommended that 
congress should add to this security 
by enactments that will improve the 
banking system and increase security 
of bank depositors. 

Among the main recommendations 
for new legislation made by Williams 
is one to enable solvent banks to meet 
runs or cther sudden emergencies by ; 
the use with Fecoral Reserve banks, 
of good s-curities that are not now 
available tor such purposes. He also: 
urg23 congress to enact a bank guar- 
arty law, by which all deposit bal- 
aneos of $5,000 and less would be 
guaranteed. The effect of such a law, 
he said, would be to bring hundreds 
of millions of dollars out of hiding! 
and into productive use. 


HOSPITAL A!D FOR VETERANS 


House Votes $12,500,000 Approprla-' 


tion For Diabled Soldiers. 


Washington.—Construction of five! 
hospitals for disabled war veterans} 
at an estimated’ cost .of $12,500,000 
was provided in @ bill passed unanim- 
ously by the house. The measure al-— 
so provides an additional $500,000 for} 
conversion into hospitala of buildings: 
at Fort Walla Walla, Wash., and Fort: 
McKenzie, Wyo. 

Although specific location of the 
hospitals has not been determined, it 
ig stipulated in the bill that one be! 
in the Great Lakes region, one in the 
central Atlantic states, one in the 
central southwest, one in the Rocky 
Mountain states and one in southern 
California. ‘ 


Will Test Comparative Values of Air- 
craft and Battleships. 


Washington.—A large warship, pos- | 
sibly a former German craft, is to be 
bombed by naval aviators within 90 


days to test the value of aircraft 
against major surface vessels, Ad- 
miral Coontz, chief of naval opera- 


tions, announced before the house 
naval committee. ; 

Admiral Coontz said that the vessel 
used would be “More Modern" than 
the old battleship Indiana, recently 
subjected to similar tests with dum- 
my bombs while at anchor at Chesa- 


peake Bay.

CORK: MOST IRISH CITY 
IN IRELAND 

Cork, third city of Ireland, a con- 
siderable part of which was recently 
destroyed by fire, beurs a very super- 
ficial resemblance to our own, New 
York in that its nucleus is situated 
on an island enfolded by two "arms 
of ‘a river Where its waters meet a@ 
bay. The comparison soon becomes 
a@ contrust, however, for Cork is a city 
of less than 80,000 souls, has few pul> 
le buildings or thoroughfares of Im- 
portance, and was built on a_ low, 
swampy site instead of on the rocky 
ribs of Mother Earth, 

The stream that enfolded Cork be- 
fore it grew across its watery bar- 
riers is the River Lee which rises in 
a Httle lake to the north. .From a 
tiny island In the lake came the pious 
hermit, St. Fin Barre, who established 
nu monastery on the fsland at the 
mouth of the river in the seventh cen- 
tury, and from this start the present 
city has grown, Hoth the Catholie 
and Protestant cathedrals of Cork are 
dedicated to this early Trish suint. 

At the liead of one of the finest 
harbors in Ireland—a land-locked cove 
whose waters are as placid as those 
of a lake—Cork has been subject since 
its establishment to attacks by sea 
marauders, Invading Danes burned 
the chty Im 821 and again in 1012.

founded on the site a Danish trading 
post. Phe Trish, again in control of 
the elty, submitted ta the English in 
1172, who-for many years maintained

RESOURCES OF ALBANIA 


Now that the Rapallo agreement be- 
tween Italy and Jugo-Sladia hag 
cleared up the status of the northern 
part of the eastern coast of the Adri- 
atie, Albania is the onty country bor- 
dering on those historic waters about 
whose boundaries there {s still some 
doubt. /8 one of the countries whose 
confines wil! probably be fixed In the 
near future Albania takes on an added 
interest. The resources of this portion 
of the Balkan peninsula are dealt with 
In the following communication to the 
National Geographic society from 
Brig. Gen. George P. Scriven, U.S. A., 
who made a tour of the country short- 
ly after the Austriuns had been driven 
out In 1918. 

“The Albanians are probably neither 
so good no so bad as they have been 
painted, but certainly they, are worth 
the effurt necessar$ to manage thelr 
own affairs and to work their ttle 
farms in the fertile’ valleys, to herd 
their sheep and weave their garments 
of wool, tf only they are let alone. 
They do pot submit eusily to govern- 
nent; huye no love for chance strang- 
ers, and are slow to accept change 
in the manner of living or of cultivat- 
ing the fields. 

“The mountains of Albanta are prac- 
tically unexplored, Mineral pitel, %r 
asphaltum, has been known since the 
time of the Romans, and near Valona 
I have seen specimens, clean, Llack 
and hard, which promise well. Traces 
of petroleum, too, have been found by 
the Italians, and [ am told boring Is, 
or is about to be, undertaken. Copper 
aud iron are believed to exist in the 
hills about the Malik valley, and conai, 
silver and lead are sak to be present 
elsewhere jn the mounfains, Gold 
mines were worked in ancient times 
and Albanian silver was known to 
the Venetians. but the whole mountain 
country has lain neglected for ayes. 

“The climate of Albania fis consid- 

ved healthful in the upiands, though 
subjeet to vielent changes, which are 
trying te the stranger, at certain sea- 
sons, even if le is confined to one to- 
eality. But when a

Tekkintzi-a character which wore bur- 
ried methods cannot give.

“For centuries, possibly extending 
back to the Iranian peoples whom Al- 
exander found here on bis way to In- 
dia, the Tekke maiden had been taught 
to dye and weave. When she war 
married to her Mohammedan husband, 
the young bride took with her to her 
master's hut the rugs her patient toil 
had formed, and he tin turn paid a cor- 
responding price to her parents, Her 
dowry was her skill and its product.

of many of her Oriental sisters in 
polygamy. 
“Gradually these masterpleces tn 


mahogany, deep chocolate, terra-cotta, 
old rose, burnt orange and black found 
their way to America, where thelr ap- 
peal was Irresistible. Buyers raced 
one another across Europe into the 
Transcaspian home of history to se- 
cure the priceless treasures of a con- 
quered race. The skill of the Tekke 
woman began to win its reward, Ler 
genius had caused the art world tu 
wear a path to her hut aud her open- 
alr loom, But there was the unhappy 
side.

WHY SALTON SEA IS SALT 


Reports that plans are under way 


; to develop water power from the Col- 
j orado river—which gives ample proof 


of ihe power it can exert in the carv- 
ing of the Grand Canyon—~—ure «said 
to have aroused apprehension in the 
minds of the operators of irrigated 
farms in the Imperial valley of Cali- 
fornia, 
sea. The Tinperial valley depends on 
the Colorado for its irrigation waters, 

The Salton sea is really. a part of 
the Gulf of California with a gredt 
tyke oof silf separating {t from 
greater body of water. 

“Many centuries ago the Gulf of 
California extended to a point about 
A350 miles northwestward from its 
present head.” says a communication 
to the Nathonal Geographic society 
“from Arthur BP. Davis, 

“Tt also extended up the present 
valley of the Colorado river at leust 
to Yuma and probably somewhat 
above, The Colorado river, rising ib 
the Wind River mountains of Wyo- 
ming and the Rocky mountains of Col- 
orado, carved) the rocks along Its 
course and brought the resulting sands 
and mud down in Its swift current. 
discharging them {nto the arm of the 
gulf near Yuma. 

“Ss this process went on, without 
cessation century after century, the 
valley was, gradually filled, a delta 
built up, over which the river flowed 
far out into the gulf. It encroached 
progressively up the shores of the gulf 
until it built up a delta entirely across, 
joining the foothills of the Cocopah 
mountains*on the western shore. This 
cut off the head of the gulf, and the 
arid climate rapidly evaporated the 
waters thus separated and left an in- 
land depression, which at its lowest 
point was nearly 300 feet below sea- 
level. It is estimated that the amount 
of slit carried by the Lower Colorado 
river is sufficient to cover 53 square 
miles one foot deep with dry alluvial 
sofl each year. 

“The river continued to bring down 
Its load of sediment and to build itg 
delta higher and force !t farther into 
the gulf. Like all such deltaic streams, 
the channel on the top of the delta 
is constantly shifting, cutting one 
bank, ‘building up the other, overflow- 
ing both banks, and during high water 
sometimes entirely abandoning an old 
channel for a new one. In this way 
the river has from time to time flowed 
into the Salton sen for some years 
or centuries, and anon has shifted to 
the eastward and discharged again 
into the gulf. This is the general 
course the river has followed ever 
since its discovery by the Spaniards 
in the Sixteenth century. 

“At high water the river normally 
overflows its banks in the valley re- 
gions all the way from the Grand 


Canyon to the Guif of California. In 
unusually high water, such as oc 
curred in 1891, the overflow running 
into the Saltpn sink has been suffi- 
ctent to matérially raise the level of 
the Inke and overflow the tracks of 
the Southern Pacific rallway, which 
are built along its shores.”

THE INCOME TAX FACTS YOU 
SHOULD KNOW. 


Births, deaths and marriages dur- 
ing the yeat 1920 effect materially in- 
come tax returns for that year. ’ 

Millions of babies were added to 
family circles, each of whom brings 
an exemption of $200 in the parents’ 
income tax return. 

Widows and widowers who lost 
their husbands or wives during the 
year are especially affected. They 
are single for the purposes of the jn- 
come tax law and are granted only 
an exemption of $1,000, unless the 
head of a family. 4 

Persons who were divorced or sep- 
arated by mutual agreement during 
the year also must consider them- 
selves as single persons. 

The status of the taxpayer on De- 
cember 381, 1920 determines the 


amount of the exemptions. If on that 
day the taxpayer was married and 
living with wife or husband, claim 
may be made for the $2,000 exemp- 
tion. If single, or married and not 


living with wife or husband on De-}, 


cember 31, 
$1,000. 

Persons who reached majority dur- 
ing the year and whose earnings for 
‘hat perod amounted to $1,000 or 
more, or $2,000 or more, according to 
their marital status, must file a teturn 
and pay a tax on their net income in 
excess of those amounts. 

To avoid penalty, the return 
must be in the hands of the Collector 
of Internal Revenue for the district in 
wich the taxpayer lives, or has his 
principal place of business, on or be- 
fore midnight of March 15, 1921.

Washington—Turning sharply upon 
house war investigating committees 
ag a whole, Charles G. Dawes, former 
head of army supply procurement ser- 
vice in France, told one of them that 
the value of their work had been 
rendered useless through injection of 
partisan politics. 

‘T bitterly resent this effort to re 
flect upon the entire army because 
some poor devil blundered in Switzer- 
he shouted. “You cannot put 
a blotch on the army. What the hell 
did we go in for—to steal money? It 
Was not a Republican or a Democratic 
war. It was an American war and yet 
as a rule these committees try to 
bring in partisan politics. 

“You could use your time investt- 
gating to a better advantage right here 
trying to save disgraceful government 
waste. You could save more money 
for the people. But as to France, you 
haven't got evidence: to make a ease 
if one existed, and I don’t believe it 
does.” 

Representative Flood, Democrat, 
Virginia, told General Dawes his idea 
of investigation was to draw a lesson 
for the future; if bad administration ! 
was shown to say so, and if there was 
fraud and graft to find it and see that 
the guilty were punished.

Three Thousand Veterans From Le- 
gion Ranks Are Explaining Sit- 
uation to American People. 


Three thousand volunteer speakers 
from the ranks of the American Le- 
gion in every 
state are now 
carrying by word- 
of-neuth to the 
American people 
the Legion's sto- 
ry of the “suffer- 
ing, shameful 
neglect and in- 
justice”. in the 
government's ad- 
ministration of 
the nation’s debt 
to the disabled, 
which was con- 
tained in the for- 
mab meinorial 
which the Legion 
has presented to President Wilson, 
President-elect Harding, and to all 
members of congress, Probably never 
before in the history of the country 
has such an army of orators been 
mobilized to speuk at the sume thne 
upon 2 single text, 

The Legion aims te present to the 
peuple of the United States the facts 
regarding the disabled in the ,same 
language as they were presented to 
the officials of the government. The 
Legion’s memorial wag -carried to the 
President at the White House by John 
Thomas Taylor, vice chairman of the 
Legion National Legislative commil- 
tee. National Commander F. W, Gual- 
braith, Jr, gave it to Senutur Harding 
at Marion, where tre had a long and 
important conference on the disabled 
situation with the next President, 

The Legion denounces the present 
method of caring for the disabled as 
a “fallure’ which oniy can be. rem-

The functions of the three agencies, 
which déal with the problems of the 
disabled, the bureau Gf war risk in- 
surance, the federal board for yocu- 
tional education. and the United 
Statey public health service, “must be 
co-ordinated, their machinery decen- 
tralized and all three placed under 
common control,” the memorial states. 

As an equally esseutial remedy for 
existing conditions, the memorial 
urges the immediate appropriation for 
the use of the unified organization 
of a sum ample to build or rent a 
sufficient number of hospitals to take 
care of the 16,900 ex-service men who 
are unable to receive treatinent at 
present because of Jack of beds and 
shelter.

F. W. Galbraith, 
memorial Jr. 
asserts that the 
United States has been more liberal 
than any other nation in its provisions 
for the disabled soldiers, but Uhat tt has 
failed in large measure to muke these 
provisions rvailuhle in spite of the 
benefit of the experience of other 
nations tin the recent war and the ex- 
perience of this nation in previous 
wars. 

“In the re-habilitation of a disabled 
man there are three needs—-medical 
treatment, voertional training and 
financial support,” the memorial 
states. “The government” has recog- 
nized the three needs, but overlooks 
the fact that they. are the simultane- 
ous needs of one man, not: of three 
different men or of one man at three 
different times. It makes three prob- 
lems out of what really is one problem. 

“Continuing this faulty conception, 
it has given the problem over to three 
agencies. All, hy force of cireumstan- 
ces, are exercising functions they were 
not intended to exercise. This pre- 
sents an amazing spectacle of admin-- 
istrative chaos, duplication, wasted en- 
ergy and corfflict, which is the key 
to the present condition, 

“The result is the suffering of the 
disabled veterans. Thousands are 
walting and have waited for months 
for compensation fer their injuries. 
Thousands have waited for months 
for an opportunity to re-establish 
themselves as self-sustaining members 
of society by vocational training. 
Thousands pre in need of haspitaliza- 
tion, and the government has no hos- 
pital facilities available for them. Of

country they served. All this is at- 
tributable directly to the manner in 
which the government has adminis- 
tered the affairs of the disabled. 

“Phe bureau of war risk insurance 
is responsible fur the payment of com- 
pensation and for medical and hos- 
pital cure of the man. 
would) tnvolve establishing contact 
with the men at the time of their 
discharge from the militury or naval 
service. It should then determine the 
existence and degree of. disability and 
compensation. on this basis. 

“Due to the centralization of the 
bureau’s forces tn Washington, it 1s 
practically {mpossible under the pres- 
ent law tu establish contact with the 
man entitled to these benefits. The 
disabled man is placed in the position 
of a maén injured in industry who 
must sue the company. He must ecar- 
ry on an involved and technical corre- 
spondence, It is usually months af- 
ter he is dropped from the pay rolls 
of the army or navy before he Is tak- 
en upon the pay roll of the bureau, 
even. though ‘his service discharge 
shows a definite degree of disability. 
On November 26, 1920, 83,000 cases 
were pending in the .bureau awaiting 
definite adjustment of compensation. 
Thousands are suffering and many 
have died a5 a result of this neglect. 

“The federal board for vocational 
training eywill accept the evidence of 
the bureau's medical files granting 
compensation as proof that a man is 
entitled to ‘Vocational training. The 
bureau, however, will not accept the 
evidence that the board has awarded 
training as proof that a’manu is en- 
titled to cumpensation. y 

“If the veteran ‘is receiving com- 
pensation and wants training, usually 
he must take another physical exam- 
ination, administered by the board to 
determine whether the claimant has a 
vocational handicap entitling him = to 
training pay, or merely 4 compens- 
able disability granting him training 
only. If the veteran is not receiving 
compensation, due to deluy by the 
bureau, he must be examined by the 
board, to determine his eligibility for 
training, as well. 

“When a man enters training with 
training pay, his compensution stops 
and be is shifted from the pay roll of 
the bureau to the pay rull of the 
board. The board, which was created 
as a training agency only, hag be 
come a compensating agency as well. 
Many men have been kept on the pay 
roll of. the: board, not as a training 
measure solely, but as a measure of 
financial relief which they were en-~ 
titled to, but unable tu obtain from 
the bureau. 

“When a tan is dropped from train- 
ing: he is supposed to be dropped from 
the pay roll of the bourd and taken 
up by the bureau. On both | shifts 
there js delay. The average length 


! of time fora mean to be dropped from 


the bureau pay roll and taken up on 
the beard pay roll fs about three 
Weeks, The average time required 
for the second shift back to the bu- 
reau pay roll is two months, No pro- 
Vision is made for the man’s main- 
tenance during these interims. In the 
majurity of cases a man must under- 
ko au new physical exam{nation before 
the bureau will again pay him com- 
pensaton, In %Sther words, he tnust 
ngain prove his claim, 

“The position of the United States 
health service is peculiar. ‘It 
took its place ino the re-habiliration. 
scheme poorly equipped for the work 
ft was lo perform, but was apparent- 
ly the best) medical governmental 
agency then available. It acts as an 
agent beth of the bureau and the 
board, bot is responsible to no au- 
thority cotmmen to both board and 
bureau, becuuse there is no such au- 
thority. ‘ 

“In view of this condition the re 
markable thing about the present re- 
hubilitation progruim is that it hag 
accomplished what little it has Such 
progress as hus been wade is a tribute 
to the sincerity of the men in che bu- 
reau, the board and the public health 
service who gKenerully have made the 
best of an impossible situation, 

“The best of this impossible situa- 
tion, however, has been insufficient 
always. This {s particularly true re- 
garding hospitalizazion, 

“Of the 20,000 men now in hospituis, 
4,500 are ip institutions which are un- 
fit because sultable hospital facilities 
are not available.” 3 

The Legion avers that 16,800 beds 
are needed at once. Of this number, 
1,500 are necessary for transfer of tu- 
bercular patients from present unsat- 
isfactory hospitals, and 38,000 for 
wansfer of neuro-psychiatric patients 
from the inadequate lodgings’ which 
they occupy now. The number of tu- 
bercular cases in heed of tmmediate 
hospitalization is estimated to be 6,500 
and the neuro-psychiatric cases at 
5,000, Reds are algu regaired for 
about 900° general, medical and sur 
gical cuses.

State Now Paying Road Tax on State 
Lands. 


The counties of Michigan that con- 
tain state land, are now commencing 
to reap the benefit derived from a 
bill introduced in the state legislature 
of 1917 by N. G. Farrier, represent- 
ing the Presque Isle district. 

This bill which was enacted pro- 
vides that the state be compelled to 
pay an annual tax of five cents an 
acre on all lands held by the state 
within any county where the lands 
are located.

New High-Speed Generator. 

The socalled Blomquist steam gen- 
erator, Jately pul in operation in a 
Gothenburg mili, is described us a rad- 
teally new type of high-speed. steam 
generator. It is a boiler consisting of 
1} pressed steel cylinders 12 Inches 
in diameter and 8 feet tn heated length, 
and these are rotated on bull. bear- 
ings at the rate of 375 revolutions per { 
minute. Feed water is injected at ope 
end, the steam being taken out at the 
other. Centrifugal action spreads the 
water over the entire inner surface of 
the tubes, and the temperature of the 
rteel is said to be thus kept below 300 ; 
degrees Centigrade. The capacity is | 
13,000 pounds of steam per hour ut 
40 atmospherea or 740 pounds per 
square inch, It js suggested that this 
geverator may be added to Increase 
the pressure in plants already estab. 
lished, and to provide steam for bigh 
pressure turbines.
